last Saturday morning; that re 34 lted.in i 
his death. At about nine o ! ciocJc; Safti’ 
urdaymorningAIr. Twitchell was'in the. 
canning department of his«. establish-.' 
ment superintending' gbiie 'Viatk, He- 
was in the fourth story b^the/building • 
and was waiting for the--elevator to 
come up to take him to the floor above. ; 
It is supposed tfiat his back was *'turned 
to |he elevator as It eame up and lie 
did not notice it until it had - gone up 
above him. He then steppe'd forward 
to grasp the. rope to stop tlra.'cleyatorT 
and in so doing lost his balance'ahd fell 
down the well, a distancepf over-.forty 
feet. Hr. Gordon twas -immediately 
summoned and Hr. Twitchell was taken 
to his home at Ho. 20 Heering St. 
There an examination was made which 
showed that both legs were - broken, 
his ankles badly crushed, his.'.shoulder, 
dislocated and other'injuries sustained! 
Ether was administered and the frac¬ 
tures reduced, but he did not rally'froiif 
the shock, and died ’ abouttwo • o’clock.* 
Mr, Twitchell was horn in this' town 
May 18, 1838, His father was John Ad, 
ams Twitchell who married.

And the floods came and the 
winds blew and beat upon that 
track,-;and it'fell; and great was the 
fall thereof. We have had storms, 
and’Storms, but nothing to equal 
the’present * one for many years. 
Th'e'flood last spring was a large 
one, but it came- at a time when it 
was anticipated. The first of March, 
however, is not expected to bring 
such disaster, especially when we 
consider the fact that there was no 
snow until near the first of Feb; 
ruary. But nearly three days of 
•steady rain: will usually stir things 
up some, and the old Androscoggin 
indicates a pretty severe stirring. 
The; meadows above the toll bridge 
are : one vastsefi of water, while the 
ice is piled over the banks and on 
.the islands in reckless profusion. 

Oh tbe Grand Trunk,.no trains 
have-moved since Saturday; .a few 
■have started out but got stuck in 
the ice'pilled over, the track, or 
.were stopped by washouts. The 
worst, washout, -is between New 
Gloucester and Danville Junction. 
A culvert went out, and the track 
was..badly washed. A large crew 
are at w’ork on it, but at tbe last 
account no trains could pass. A 
mile and a half east of South Paris 
is another bad washout and at 
.Show’s Falls the ice piled up on 
-the track for sixty rods. Two miles 
below Bethel, the bridge across 
JBlake brook went out, but that 
has '-been, replaced. Stark, N. H., 
-was the location of another bad 
washout, • and Tuesday afternoon 
tHerbottdm dropped out of the track-] 
| herir'Cpipperville. Wednesday morn- 
“■ a " train ( started out below 
: Gorhaih,;but got stuck in the ice 
near Gilead’ and remained there all 
day. ..Through it all nq engines 
JiavA been ofl the track and no acei- 
dbnts- have happened to en- 
danger’life.

Lewiston" the main street bridge
